Nore first that essentially 


leadership is a relationship, not a qual 
ity of individual personality. To say 


that a person possesses “leadership 


qualiues” really implies that he has 


qualities that frequently — influence 
others to accept his ideas. If the others 
are not so intluenced, leadership does 
not exist 
Second, leadership is an inter-person 
phenomenon Its existence is affected 
by all those factors that influence one 
person s reaction to another person 
In large measure, acceptance of ideas 
is based upon acceptance of the person 
presenting those ideas. I may reject 
your excellent idea because | am jeal- 
ous of the acclaim you are petting, Of 
I may accept your. poor ideas because 
such acceptance wins for me special 
hands. Only in the 


favors at your 


rarest instances can we count on 
human beings’ being objective, in most 
cases it is “love me, love my ideas 

Then, leadership is not an attribute 
of positional arrangements, necessarily 
As a matter of fact, leadership rela 
tions change in kaleidoscopic fashion 
within most school systems. Leadership 
arises out of the situation more often 
than it is imposed upon the situation. 
Faculty members may reject a prin 
cipal’s ideas, but they cannot reject 
his leadership because, strictly speak 
ing, he never had any in the first place 
Of course, the position of principal 
predisposes many faculty members to 
accept the ideas emanating from the 
person who occupies the position, but 
if no ideas emanate or if the ideas pro 
posed are not accepted, leadership has 
failed to arise 

Fourth, the leadership relation in 
itself carries no value; it may depend 
neither upon the quality of the ideas 
being followed nor upon the direction 


in which the leader is headed

Some ot the pub 
lic school systems that have included 
adult education in their general public 
school educational surveys are New 
ark, N.J.; Pittsburgh; Boston, New 
York City; Washington, D.C. San 
Francisco; Montclair, N.J.. and Lin 
coln. Neb. On a statewide or terri 
torial level adult education has been 
surveyed by outside consultants in con 
nection with the state of Washington s 
educational survey and the educational 
survey of Puerto Rico 

In some of these surveys, though 
they were limited primarily to a con 
sideration of the public school pro 
gram, significant evidence was gath 
ered in regard to the total adult 
education offerings of the communities 
and the relationship of the public 
schools to this total offering.

, | HE Citizenship Education Study of 


the Detroit public schools and 

Wayne University, financed by a grant 
from the William Voeker Charities 
Fund Inc., was carried on during the 
five years from 1945 to 1950 

During this period, the school stafts 
in four public schools and the three 
study staff members who worked 
closely with those schools (1) exam- 
ined existing school practices and pro 
grams to determine whether they con 
tributed to effective learning and living 
in the school, (2 developed and ex 
tended their own insights and abilities 
so that they might be more skillful in 
promoting the citizenship education of 
their pupils, and (4) initiated, tried 
and evaluated methods and practices 
designed to promote effective citizen 
ship in a democracy 

In the cooperative venture, with 
school faculties taking part in evalua 
tion as part of the process, it appeared 
wise to start with the appraisal of spe 
cific practices and situations, such as 
student council activities, behavior in 
the lunchroom, or the homeroom-con 
ference period, and then move toward 
the evolvement and evaluation of the 
total school program. Conclusions and 
generalizations regarding the specifi 
aspects of the program will not be re 
ported in this article 

A number of summary or over-all 
conclusions will be given accent 
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stant in the 
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some of the more general learnings 
and impressions gained from the years 
of exploration and study in a total 
school approach to the improvement 
of citizenship. These are noc derived 
from a carefully controlled single vari 
able type of research. To evaluate a 
total school program on such a basis 
is impossible, we found. However, if 
evaluation presupposes a definition of 
goals based on a detailed value system, 
the drawing upon many sources of 
evidence, qualitative or descriptive, 
that give some notion of the degree 
to which the objectives have been met, 
then it would appear that some general 
conclusions may be suggested 

In drawing these conclusions we 
have relied upon the ideas of staff 
members crystallized during their five 
years of experience in the study and 
on the data obtained from the sum 
mary reports of testing programs, from 
more than 1400 teacher questionnaires, 
from interviews with administrators 
ind teachers, from the minutes of 
work-group conferences and of hun 
{reds of shorter meetings, from more 
than 6000 school-staft interaction rec 
ords, and from several typed volumes 
of anecdotes and interview materials 
kept by study staff members during a 
four-year period of work in the co 
operating schools. The conclusions re 
late to the results of the study in the 
schools and to the general methods of 
curriculum development that were 
employed 

The concerted attempts made by 
the participating schools to improve 
their programs of education for citi- 
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zenship resulted in improved human 
relationships. In general, pupils ex- 
perienced no appreciable gain or 
loss in academic achievement. 

In the opinion of a majority of the 
school staffs there was improvement tn 
teacher-pupil relationships, in adminis 
trator-teacher relationships; in pupil 
pupil relationships, and in school-com 
munity relacionships 

Data obtained from pupils on ad 
justment study forms and question 
naires were conflicting and inconclu 
sive. There was, however, a gradual 
decline in the number of problems 
checked by pupils on various problem 
check lists relating to the area of 
ichool 

The increase of activities the 
schools to promote effective citizenship 
did not result in appreciable gain or 
loss in academic achievement. Data 
were obtained from an extensive test 
ing program carried on in June of each 
year when children of the terminal 
grades were tested in reading, work 
study skills, and areas relating to social 
studies 

Until a school develops a frame 
of reference, a broad statement of 
means-ends relationships, wide- 
spread improvement in a curriculum 
for citizenship will not occur. 

During the four years of work in the 
participating schools, problems were 
defined, points of emphasis emerged, 
some attempts ‘were made to establish 
means-end relationships, and specific
